Foolish tears over 
Hong Kong 


It is probably too much to hope that, now 
that the Hong Kong handover has been 
completed, the British public will be spared 
further agonised posturings by politicians 
and journalists over the fate of the people 
there. Ruling and chattering classes 
afflicted, as ours are, by the late twentieth 
century madness, of liberalism just do not 
give up so easily. 

The episode of Hong Kong. created a 
curious dilemma for liberals. On the one 
hand they saw it, as they so ecstatically 
proclaimed, as the final fall of the curtain 
on the British Empire. This provided them 
with the opportunity to engage in an orgy of 
national masochism almost without parallel 
even in these benighted times. British 
liberals just love to see Britain diminished: 
any occasion giving rise to the ceremonial 
pulling down of the Union Jack, particularly 
when it is attended by the glitterati of the 
establishment — royalty, leading politicians 
and popular entertainers, is one to be 
savoured by them. In the run-up to the big 
event, articles in The Guardian, Indepen- 
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Comm en t 


dent, Observer and Sunday Times positively 
gurgled with pleasure at the coming symbol- 
ising of imperial sunset. 

On the other hand, these same liberals 
were hugely troubled by the fate of the 
Hong Kong people after the transfer of 
sovereignty. Seized always by the asinine 
belief that the main purpose of empires is to 
serve the interests of their subject races, 
they had long pondered with alarm over 
what might happen to the Hong Kongers 
when Red China took charge. The atmos- 
phere preceding the handover was poisoned 
by Anglo-Chinese acrimony as our polit- 
icians, led by outgoing Governor Chris 
Patten, constantly lectured to the Chinese on 
how they should run what, after all, would 
be a part of their own country from July 1st 
onwards. The latter, perhaps under- 
standably, were not amused. 

Liberal anger was then exacerbated when 
it became known that China was to mark 
her assumption of control over the former 
colony by an ostentatious display of military 
might, with 4,000 troops, some in armoured 


‘personnel carriers, backed up by ten 


warships, moving in immediately. More 
whines and protests. 

An establishment addicted to liberal 
norms and values somehow could not under- 
stand the puerilty of such gestures against 
actions which it was completely powerless 
to prevent, and which were no longer its 
business anyway. It took a US Government 
official in Washington to see the matter in 
perspective. ‘‘That’s not anything unusual. 
It’s their territory,’’ he said. 

Right up to the last, a world of weird 
unreality surrounded British actions. A day 
or two before the final exit, the British 
community in Hong Kong held a big celeb- 
ration junket at which the retiring Governor 
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joined a lusty singing of Rule Britannia!. 
Only a nation in a state of stupor could fail 
to appreciate the absurdity of such a scene. 

So what are we to make of the exit from 
Hong Kong? A realistic view of world 
politics would rule that it be seen as much 
ado about nothing. 

To begin with, talk of the handover to 
China representing the last rites of empire is 
pure hogwash. The real power of the British 
Empire rested in the political, economic and 
family ties between Britain and the White 
Dominions. It was supplemented by certain 
other possessions which guaranteed a supply 
of vital raw materials to the Mother Country 
and/or provided military or naval bases 
which were crucial to our security in their 
times but do not in all cases remain so 
today. In all this, the importance of Hong 
Kong was never more than peripheral. It 
became a highly successful commercial 
centre in which huge fortunes were made by 
its predominantly Chinese inhabitants — 
which of course was bound to earn them a 
special affection and admiration on the part 
of British Tories, whose minds are never far 
from an obsession with money. But as a 
piece in the jigsaw of actual British world 
power — which was what the Empire should 
have been all about — its significance was 
tiny. 

In a sober stocktaking of British imperial 
possessions, Hong Kong would long ago 
have been seen as expendable and certainly 
not worth a poisoning of relations with 
China to hold on to. We then should have 
got out quietly and with a minimum of 
ceremony in accordance with the 
principle that garrisoning the colony was not 
worth a single day’s pay of a single British 
serviceman. As for the future of the natives 
there, since they are ethnic Chinese that is 
their concern and China’s but most surely 
not ours. 

But Britain in the 20th century just does 
not seem capable of making such cool- 
headed decisions in her own interests. She 
still is obsessed by a missionary commit- 
ment to the welfare of all the hundreds of 
millions of her former colonial subjects long 
after her power and authority over them has 
gone. 

And when the time comes to make a 
withdrawal from any former colony she 
insists on making a grand ritual of the affair 
with VIPs in attendance and bands playing 
as the flag is hauled down — as if she 
positively enjoyed the act of abdication. 
This ritual has now been developed to a fine 
art, so incessant has been the practice given 
to it. Foreigners must gasp in incompre- 
hension at the sight of a once-proud and 
mighty nation making a beano out of the 
kicking of its own backside. 

For well might the Chinese hold their 
triumphal parade. The triumph is not so 
much the addition of 390 square miles to a 
country already larger than the United 
States; it is the humiliation of Britain and of 


the long-resented White Man. It is a humil- 
iation both invited and deserved by our 
rulers as they yap vainly about the ‘rights’ 
of China’s new subjects, which in sanity 
should not matter to us one single jot. 


What’s NATO up to now? 


‘‘NATO leaders are looking at ways to help 
Russia transform its bloated, wasteful and 
demoralised armed forces into an efficient, 
professional and effective military machine’ 


This strange report appeared in the 
Sunday Telegraph of July 6th. After we had 
read it we re-read it and re-read it again to 
make sure we had not been mistaken. Yet 
there it was, just as reprinted here. 

The purpose of NATO, we were always 
told, was to co-ordinate the defence of the 
western world in preparation against an 
attack by the the Soviet Union and its satell- 
ites. After the Soviet Union disintegrated 
and its satellites hecame no longer satellites 
but free, sovereign nations no longer under 
the heel of communism, it might well have 
been asked: what was the need to maintain 
NATO any longer? The internationalists 
replied that Russia was still a very large 
power armed to the teeth with conventional 
and nuclear weapons, so the West could not 
afford to let its guard down. NATO has 
even gone so far as to enlist some of the 
former Soviet satellites as members, with a 
view to extending its front line right up to 
Russia’s frontiers. 

Given this scenario, it would have been 
thought that NATO’s leaders would 
welcome the running down of the morale 
and fighting efficiency of Russia’a forces. 
But no! On the contrary, they seem to be 
deeply perturbed about it and to want to 
help the Russians to remedy it! 

Are we living in a world that has gone 
completely mad? 

Or is it simply that things in that world 
are very, very different from the way we’re 
told they are by our politicians and masters 
of the media? 


Who is the 
Chancellor kidding? 


Chancellor Gordon Brown, in his first 
budget last month, was reported as 
launching a crusade to put a great army of 
British youngsters to work. £5.2 billion was 
taken out of the privatised utilities to fund 
‘what was described as ‘‘the most ambitious 
job-creation scheme ever attempted.’’ (Daily 
Mail, 3.7.97). 

Among the measures adopted in this ‘job- 
creation’ project were: a £60-a-week 
subsidy for employers for each youngster 
hired; voluntary work; a place on an 
environmental task force; and full-time 
education or training. 

The Chancellor, striking a tough pose, 
said that young people who refused to sign 
up to the scheme will be stripped of most of 
their benefits.

Of course, we’ve heard about these ‘job- 
creation’ schemes before — the last Tory 
Government was constantly proclaiming new 
initiatives in that direction, none of them 
amounting to much more than hot air. 

Chancellor Brown and his Government 
seem just as incapable as the previous one 
of understanding the only way in which 
lasting employment can be created. It is no 
use all these elaborate programmes unless 
unless there is an assured demand for the 
goods and services that are to be supplied 
by those given or trained for jobs. The only 
way to create that demand is find it in the 
home market. That means protecting that 
home market against unnecessary imports. 

As long as the British people drive around 
in foreign cars, use foreign domestic 
implements, perform their work with 
foreign machinery and go abroad on holiday 
in foreign boats and aeroplanes, there is not 
going to be adequate work for Britons, 
young or not so young. 

There is no problem whatever in pro- 
viding work as such for those who are idle; 
they can be employed digging holes in the 
ground, then filling them in again! 

What has to be done is to provide work 


that repays the cost of the provision in | 


expanding business. As long as this country 
continues to be flooded with imports as a 
result of its commitment to the ‘global 
economy’, there’s no chance of that 
happening. 

And it seems that where this commitment 
is concerned the recent swap-over from 
Tories to Labour changes nothing! 


Ulster: sell out goes on 


July ‘being the marching season in 
Northern Ireland, it is customary for us to 
be prepared for renewed wails from the 
Guardian-reading classes against Ulster 
loyalists who have the impertinence, in these 


politically correct times, to wish to enact 


their centuries-old traditions. 

As was the case last year, the focal point 
of controversy was the Garvaghy Road 
district of Portadown, where Orange 
marchers planned to parade through a 
predominantly catholic area. Informed 
people know that the march along this route 
has historical roots extending far further 
back than those of the local catholic 
inhabitants. Yet the familiar cacophony of 
protest sounded forth that the ‘triumphalism’ 
(how lefties and liberals love to use that 
word!) of the Orangemen would be a 
‘provocation’ (another thoroughly PC word) 
to the local people and therefore bound to 
result in violence and disorder. 

The obvious answer to this is that those 
catholics in the area who had no enthusiasm 
for the march were under no obligation to 
witness it; they could simply turn their 
backs, switch on their TV sets or do

majority of them were ready to do. 

But a militant republican minority, mainly 
recruited from outside the area, were 
determined not to let the parade pass 
peacefully. They mobilised their forces as 
near to the march route as they could get, 
and prepared to create mayhem when the 
Orangemen passed by. 

New Labour Northern Ireland Secretary 
Mo Mowlem had hoped to ban the Orange 
march but she was persuaded by the RUC, 
after consultation with loyalist leaders, that 
to do so would result in far more disorder 
than were the event to go ahead. . 

Due to a strong presence of RUC and 
army, order on the day was preserved and 
republican agitation relatively ineffective. 
The troublemakers were efficiently separated 
from the marchers, and the latter proceeded 
in dignified and well-disciplined formation 
along their way. However, violence subse- 
quently broke out in a number of republican 
areas of the province immediately following, 
all of it instigated by fenian groups. 

Yet the reaction of the ‘liberal’ media 
afterwards was to make no distinction 
between those observing the law and those 
bent on breaking it. One front-page report in 
The Independent (7th July) was headed 
‘Marchers trample peace hopes’ — as if it 
were the Orangemen and loyalists, and not 
the hooligans on the republican side, who 
were responsible for the trouble! Another 
report inside spoke of ‘Balancing two evils’. 

All this, needless to say, was sweet music 
to the terrorists, who organised further 
disturbances throughout Northern Ireland 
over the following few days leading up to 
the next scheduled parades on July 12th. 
The Government, predictably, panicked and 
capitulated to the republican terrorists. 
Reversing its decision the previous weekend 
to allow the Portadown march, it put every 
possible pressure on loyalist leaders to 
cancel or re-route the marches planned for 
the week later. The weaker elements among 
the loyalists relented and cancelled march 
arrangements in five flashpoint areas — 
much to the disgust of their firmer 
colleagues, who quite rightly condemned the 
change-of-plan as a surrender to violence. 

Some idea of the flavour of this decision 
can be gauged from the fact that it was 
greeted with undisguised pleasure and 
triumph by Gerry Adams, who proclaimed: 
‘*The door is now open to new peace moves 
after the Orange Order’s decision to cancel 
or re-route marches...”’ 

All in all, this was just another example 
of British Government, by a policy of 
weakness and appeasement, sending out the 
message to Sinn Fein/IRA and their allies 
that violence and terror pay. This same. 
Government protests that it is dedicated to 
the ‘peace process’ in Northern Ireland, yet 
ensures always to make peace impossible by 
rewarding the terrorists with further 
concessions after every new bout of rioting 
and murder.

It is important to understand that there are many differences between the 
situation in France and Britain which have given the FN big advantages over 
nationalists striving for the same break-through here. Nevertheless, the advance 
of the Front National from a tiny fringe group to future government is the best 
possible answer to those pessimists and cowards who use the argument that ‘it 
can't be done, there is no electoral road’ as an excuse for safely anonymous 
preaching to the converted in obscure grouplets. The success of the FN shows 
that it can be done — and that the recipe for success is a mixture of 
electioneering and counter-power initiatives — but the years it has taken even to 
get that far show that there are no short cuts. 


SOMETHING extremely important is 
happening in France. This became 
noticeable for the first time during the 
annual celebration of the Front National 
which took place in Paris during the last 
weekend of September.. 

Thousands upon thousands of young 
people, coming from every part of France 
and also from other parts of Europe, flooded 
as never before a function that used to be the 
main ‘family gathering’ of the country. 

Anyone strolling around, especially on 
the Sunday afternoon, would have noticed 
first the huge crowd. As entrance was not 
free, it was easy for the organisers to estimate 
the crowd at about 60,000. Secondly, all 
classes were represented, but a big percentage 
appeared to come from the working world. 
Thirdly, they were White. 

The main characteristic of the crowd, 
however, was the large proportion of youth 
of the most radical category. Celtic crosses 
were displayed on caps, T-shirts, as tattoos. 
flying on banners, as necklaces. Many of the 
boys and girls were skinheads. The majority 
were from the FN’s youth organisation, the 
FN] (Front National de La Jeunesse). 


Radical dissent 
Atthe rock concert on the Saturday evening, 


some of the rock groups were of a really 


radical sort (in a repressed Europe, rock 
music has become a sort of coded signal of 
dissent), conveying a kind of incendiary, 
national-revolutionary message few Were 
expecting inside a Front National meeting, 
which so far has taken the greatest care not to 
be branded as extremist. 
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Something, indeed, is changing fast. 

On theSunday afternoon, thousands among 
the older militants of the Front National, 
fierce anti-Bolsheviks of yesteryear — many 
of who had formerly been prisoners and 
victirns of the so-called French ‘Resistance’, 
or relatives and friends of the 120,000 
Frenchmen killed in 1945 — were astonished 
to hear as an introductory anthem before 
Jean-Marie Le Pen’s speech, instead of the 
customary March of the Slaves (from Verdi’s 
Nabucco), the old communists’ Song of the 
Partisans:- 


“Friend, do you hear the black flight 

Of the crows on the plain 

Oh, the killers with the ball and the knife. 
It’s the alarm! 

Friend, if you fall, 

Another comes from the dark, 

takes your place....” 


Le Pen explained: “We used to be slaves. 
Today we are the Partisans, ready for the 
civil war that comes.” 

His speech was the most radical he has ever 
made. For two and ahalf hours he ceaselessly 
attacked the Chirac state; calling Prime 
Minister Juppe “a criminal against humanity” 
for sharing co-responsibility for the Iraqi 
blockade; lambasting the liberal-socialist 
establishment and the globalist banking 
system, and calling on the French people to 
get up and fight back by any and all means. 

This hard, warlike language is winning the 
French silent majority over tothe FN, which 
has become the main movement in France 
to represent the youth, the working people, 
and the six million unemployed. 


As time goes by and as the situation 
worsens, there is not a single device left to 
stop the flood from breaking the liberal- 
socialist dam and reaching the FN sea. The 
Communist Party, Trotskyite micro-groups, 
Jewish organisations and the media are the 
last remnants of the fortress that only a few 
years ago exercised complete domination 
over French political life. 

It is not necessary to ask ifthe FN will win. 
The only question is: when? To try to stem 
the tide, the Chirac state is using two 
stratagems, which will surely boomerang. 

First, devising totalitarian legislation that 
would — so they think — help get rid of the 
Front National. But, as this party is rapidly’ 
becoming the expression of the French nation, 
it would mean getting rid of the nation itself. 

Second, flooding France with coloured 
immigrants, mostly blacks from North Africa 
or the West Indies. However, the more they 
persist in this, the more the white population 
crystallizes around the Front National. Such 
is the situation that even hostile media 
commentators have had to concede that the 
FNand Le Pen have becomethe central point. 
of reference of French politics. 


Policy shifts 

The French language even has a new verb 
‘to Lepenise’, used when other political parties 
adopt the rhetoric or policies of the FN in 
order to bolster their declining support. In 
October last year, L’Express reported that 
“every third vote is now cast for Le Pen.” A 
week after Le Pen publicly stated that “there 
is no reason to believe in the equality of all 
races,” French voters apparently liked what 
they heard and in the Gardanne by-election 
gave 29.6 per cent of their votes to the FN, 
almost double the 15.6 per cent cast for the 
governent candidate. However,a Communist 
won. This was brought about by the alliance 
of the Communists and Socialists with the 
so-called ‘Right’ of the increasingly paranoid 
Chirac against the Front National. 

The same happened in the Dreux by- 
election featuring the famed FN personality 
Marie-France Stirbois (wife of the former FN 
leader murdered by Zionist bombers) who 
had gathered 80 per cent of the white vote in 
her district — against all establishment parties. 
In spite of her defeat, Mme. Stirbois increased 
her overall support from 35 per cent to 38 per 


cent. The establishment parties feed 
themselves on a North African naturalized 
electorate, now the majority in thisimportant 
city near Paris, as in many other big 
megapoles in the northern part of France. 

In other words, the Front National, 
being already the main political force in 
France (notwithstanding the fact that a 
corruptelectoral law results in the FNhaving 
just a single representative in Parliament), 
one has to study this party carefully in order 
to know what the future holds for France. 


‘Heathen movement’ 

Recently, Cardinal Aaron Lustiger, the 
second most senior in the French Catholic 
hierarchy (who converted from Judaism 
when he was sixteen, but who insists that he 
is still Jewish), sent aviolently anti-FN pastoral 
letter to his flock, publicly branding the 
Front as a mostly heathen movement, thus 
trying to dynamite it from within. 

A counter-attack has been launched by 
long-time Le Pen supporter Bernard Antony, 
a genius of empirical organisation, but 
extremely sectarian and a Catholic 


traditionalist militant. Since 1974, Catholics: 


have dominated the Front National and 
hermetically sealed all access to its direction. 
In 1982 Present commenced publication, 
being the only French traditionalist daily. 
For years this paper bas been mainly 
accountable for the great successes of the 
Front. But Present, under the capable direction 
of philosopher Jean Madiran, was however 
sectarian and dogmatic as far as anything 
non-Catholic was concerned. } 
The Catholic tendency is still strong. The 
FN’s Secretary-General, Bruno Gollnisch, a 
bright young university professor, is 
representative of it, although he is very open- 
minded. About ten years ago, though, LePen 
opened the doors of the FN to a group of 
brilliant academics. Among these was the 
polytechnician Bruno Megret, senior 
administrator Jean-Yves Le Gallou, and 


university professor Pierre Vial. These men 
came from the former ‘New Right’, which 
had been born out of the reaction against the 
May 1968 leftist uprising and ideology. 

For the last 20 years, the New Right has 
been a sort of ideological cauldron in which 
grew the only revolutionary ideas in the 
otherwise poor, sterile soil of France. Some 
of the best French thinkers of the last 50 
years belonged to the New Right, such as 
Louis Rougier, Julien Freund and Raymond 
Ruyer. The New Right — claiming a 


surprising but interesting affiliation with — 


Italian communist theoretician Antonio 
Gramsci — was firstly pagan and opposed to 
monotheism, looking back to Celticism and 
Indo-European polytheism. 

Alain de Benoist, architect of the New 
Right, never joined the Front National and 
indeed often harshly attacked Le Pen. 
Nevertheless many of his former followers 
rallied during the years to the only dynamic 
force on the French Right scene: the Front 
National. Among these were Pierre Vial, 
Jean-Claude Bardet and Bruno Megret. Bruno 
Megret is third in line, immediately behind 
Gollnisch in rank. 

On the ideological scene, Pierre Vial, a 
convinced pagan and Indo-European 
enthusiast, is gaining more and more 
prominence inside the Front. A few years 
ago, he effected a spectacular truce with 
sectarian Jean Madiran (director of Present), 
saying it was useless for Catholics and pagans 
inside the FN to fight each other, as they all 
had only one concern: to save France and 
White civilization, which were being attacked 
from all sides. “Let us rather accept,” he said, 
“that France existed before Clovis andWhite 
civilisation before Jesus Christ.” 

Since then, things have changed dram- 
atically. On most directorial posts of the FN 
hierarchy, young national-revolutionaries 
have appeared, not very attracted to the 
Judeo-Christianity of Vatican II. One of Le

handsome, former paratrooper officer by 
the name of Bruno Racouchot, who has 
developed a charismatic attraction for 
thousands of the FNJ youth. And Samuel 
Marechal, Le Pen’s own son-in- law, heads 
the FNJ. Like Le Pen’s wife Jany, Marechal 
isa Protestant, and isa tough organiser of the 
warrior type. In three years he has realised 
the unbelievable challenge of building the 
FN a youth powerful organisation. 

More and more, the old Catholic 
traditionalist wing is having to make way for 
the enthusiastic and young, who are moving 
towards the ancient European roots of the 
Celtic/Nordic pagan tradition, even though 
the late Catholic traditionalist Monseigneur 
Lefevre’s congregation is a dynamic 
organization which is opening private 
schools everywhere in France, and so 
preparing discretely a formidable new elité 
for the year 2000. 


Radical right 

We have now reached the point where the 
once-dominant Catholictraditionalists have 
no choice but to adapt as best they can to the 
fast-developing more radical Right and 
progress with it. 

Either the Front National, with a Celtic, 
Nordic and polytheistic world view, wins 
and the fundamentalist Christians gain an 
advantageous position; or the FN fails and 
Mondialists —the One World plutocracy — 
triumph and those Christians will be the 
first to be destroyed. 

From just about nowhere have surged 
magazines — one of the most attractive being 
the glossy Refechir et Agir (‘Ponder and Act’) 
— and samizdats of real quality which expose 
present world society with abrutal audacity. 
Most of them come from inside the Front 
National itself, many are organs of the 
different regional sections of the FNJ. They 
long for a total revolution and the complete 
dismissal of the present rotten society; they 
repudiate Judeo-Christianity, and they call 
for a new racialism which would return our 
world to the time when it had a real sense of 
pride and dignity, instead of the shameful 
cowardice of the present day ‘e/ité’. 

This isacomplete revolution that is taking 
shape now in France. Few people — even 
inside the Front National — realise the 
magnitude of the earthquake which, once it 
starts, is going to rock the whole of Europe 
and the whole of the white world. 

Those who had foolishly believed that 
they had already conquered the world had 
better be more cautious. A new force is 
taking form. And there is definitely 
nothing that will stop it. Think about it.

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THE EVILS THAT BASK 
IN FREEDOM'S GLOW 


READERS of Spearhead’s ‘What We 
Think’ column last month will probably 
recall the words ofnew Tory leader William 
Hague as quoted from his article in 
European Journal in which he expounded 
his political philosophy, part of which read:- 


‘*We need to be committed to free enterprise 
not just in Britain but the world over. The 
British Government should be a force for 
spreading the values of democratic 
capitalism around the world... We need to 
say to my generation that free trade and free 
enterprise have the power to lift people out 
of poverty in every part of the globe. Our 
vision must be of a free and prosperous 
nation in a world free of dictators and 
hunger...”’ 


Apart from managing to encapsulate an 
impressive number of the familiar liberal 
clichés into quite a short paragraph, the young 
Mr. Hague achieved something else. He 
employed the word ‘free’ no less than five 
times. And this 
is nothing new 
to him. He first 
made his mark 
on British 
politics as a 
sixteen-year- 
old at the Tory conference in 1977, when 
under the approving gaze of Mrs. Thatcher he 
spoke disparagingly of those of older 
generations who purported to tell his own 
what to do, and ended his oration with the 
words ‘‘I want to be free!”’ 

Possibly Master Hague misinterpreted the 
rousing ovation he received at the end of this 
speech as praise for its contents rather than for 
his cheeky precocity, at such an age, in 
mounting the platform at such a big and 
important meeting and holding forth with 
such self-confidence. But possibly he did not. 
The words ‘free’ and ‘freedom’, I have found 
over the years, have retained an almost ageless 
capacity for hypnosis over audiences in a 
democracy, no less when those audiences lean 
to the right than when they lean to the left. Use 
the words repetitively enough, and they will 
seduce and entrance to an extent at which all 
critical faculties are dulled and no-one ventures 
to put forward an awkward question, the 
question of context — in other words, the 
question of what all this ‘freedom’ is to be 
used for. 

Of course, we are all prone to fall for the 
trick. We would all rather be ‘free’ than 
‘unfree’. To question ‘freedom’ in any context 


at all is to invite the accusation that one wants © 
a society of slaves. But this really isn’t good , 
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enough. We should aspire to a higher level of 
debate than one in which majorities are swayed 
by mere buzz-words, a debate in which some 
discrimination is exercised between desirable 
and undesirable exercises of freedom. That 
leftists should eschew such discrimination is 
perhaps to be expected; that people on the 
right should do so is frustrating and depressing. 

Why should we assume freedom to be an 
axiomatic good? Should drug-dealers be free 
to ply their trade? Should there be freedom for 
paedophiles? Should there be freedom to rape? 
These absurdities may be regarded by freedom- 
addicts as the extremes of the argument — 
caricatures which should not be allowed to 
detract from the soundness of their general 
case. They will claim that what they are talking 
about is freedom under the law, that is to say 
freedom to do what is not contrary to the laws 
of the land. But here we come up against the 
highly disputatious question of what those 
laws should be. Inrespect of the three activities

cited, even most libertarians will probably 
agree that they lie beyond the pale of 
acceptability in any society, however liberal. 
But short ofsuch extremes these people will be 
found endorsing virtually every other freedom 
as it applies to the right of the individual to act 
according to desire. 

The liberal and libertarian of course have a 
ready criterion of what constitutes acceptable 
freedom. They will say that it is the right to 
engage in any behaviour that is not harmful to 
others and does not intrude upon the freedoms 
and rights of others. Here we get close to the 
core of the conflict between libertarians and 
those who, for the convenience of their 
argument, they designate as ‘authoritarians’. 

In this confrontation, the so-called 
‘authoritarian’ finds himself instantly in a 
disadvantageous position. He has had a label 
slapped upon him which liberal newspeak has 
invested with all kinds of disagreeable 
connotations. The word is a part of the 
vocabulary which liberals have created to damn 
their opponents out of court without so much 
as time even to think about the meanings of 
things, to debate issues of right and wrong, 
sense and nonsense, free from semantic 
intimidation. ‘Authoritarian’ is the verbal near- 
neighbour of ‘fascist’ and ‘nazi’. It scares 
people and it numbs their minds, so that when 


it is introduced reasoned discussion comes to 
an end. The opponent of liberal /aissez-faire 
ethics may prefer to describe himself as 
something other than ‘authoritarian’ but it is 
too late; his adversaries have stuck the label 
upon him and he is doomed to wear it. 

Even without such a label, however, the 
‘authoritarian’ (or whatever he chooses to call 
himself) has an uphill struggle, for he has to 
contend with a natural desire of people not to 
be ‘bossed around’, told what they should do. 
Every one of us has an instinct to resent 
‘authority’ when its enjoinment is to prevent 
us doing something we would like to do, or to 
oblige us to do something we would prefer not 
to do. The resentment is all the greater when, 
as so often happens in the benight-ed times in 
which we live, that ‘authority’ is in the hands 
of those who are the very least fit to use it — 
petty tyrants who love making and enforcing 
laws to fit their own ideological obsessions 
rather than to benefit the society for which 
they are respon- 
sible. 

The libertar- 
ian therefore has 
a mile-start in 
any argument 
with the so- 
called ‘authoritarian’ because he is able to 
play upon individuals’ natural desire to do as 
they like and their objection to being told 
otherwise. He can appeal to every man’s image 
of himself as a little king in his own castle, 
whilst he can depict his opponent in the 
jackboots of ‘dictatorship’ and ‘oppression’. 
In the climate of today, the libertarian can 
hardly lose. 

And this is nonetheless true for the fact that 
a certain category of libertarian, beneath all 
his rhetoric about ‘freedom’ and ‘rights’, carries 
in his briefcase a hidden agenda in which such 
things are fair game to be thrown out of the 
window the moment it suits his purpose. To 
the liberal, ‘freedom’ means the right only to 
defy those forms of authority to which liberals 
object. In this regard he is the bedfellow to the 
communist, who in Russia prior to 1917 railed 
constantly against ‘authority’, then for 72 years 
after that became its most extreme embodiment. 

This is not to say to that all libertarians are 
insincere. My experience is that most on the 
left are, while most on the right are not. Tory 
libertarians, as a rule, genuinely believe in 
what they preach and reaily envisage a society 
in which their ideals of freedom operate, and 
apply to everybody. When all is considered, 
however, those ideals have grave shortcomings, 
which I shall now examine. 


Let us begin with economic freedom, as 
expressed in the concepts of ‘free trade’ and 
the ‘free market’. Libertarians derive their 
views on these concepts. from two beliefs: 


firstly that such freedom has greater practical . 
utility, that the end product of the freeest . 


possible economic activity is greater efficiency 
and therefore greater prosperity for all; 
secondly that in any case economic freedom is 
morally just, in as much as it provides the 
freedom for everyone to buy the product he 
chooses and to invest his money where he 
chooses, to use his property in whatever way 
he wishes and, if he so decides, to sell it to 
whomever he wishes. The libertarian will argue 
that the individual freedom that is sacrosanct 
to his doctrine cannct be real unless it 
incorporates economic freedom. 


Cheap labour 


But the idea falls down on both counts. In a 
‘global economy’ — which is the only kind of 
economy the libertarian will recognise — the 
cheap-labour producer and exporter will 
always have an unchallengable advantage over 
the producer and exporter in a country where 
wages are much higher. The tendency will 
therefore be for capital to flow to, and 
production be concentrated in, those countries 
where labour is cheapest. The end result may 
well be the creation ofmore wealth in aggregate 
global terms but it will mean a much lower 
level of wealth- creation in particular nations 
where high-wage economies operate. 

The libertarian will of course oppose this 
point by the counter-argument that in such a 
global economy everyone will benefit in the 
long run. As the economies of the low-wage 
countries are built up, the purchasing power of 
their peoples will rise, thus opening up ever- 
expanding markets to our own exporters, thus 


enabling us to pay for our growing imports. ' 


The young Mr. Hague echoes this idea in his 


quite inane statement about free trade and free 


enterprise having ‘‘the power to lift people out 
of poverty in every part of the globe’’ — an 
idea which is about on a par with a belief in 
fairies. The truth is that the people living in the 
low-wage countries are under no obligation 


whatever to use their increased purchasing 


power to buy our exports, and generally 
speaking they do not do so; they belong for the 
most part to societies that are highly 
nationalistic and their instinct is to buy the 
products oftheir own factories. By this process 
their trade with us becomes largely a one-way 
street. Then as our own industries are 
impoverished and theirs are built up, the power 
and efficiency of the latter become such that, 
even with their wage-levels rising to 
correspond more closely to ours, they can still 
outproduce and outsell us by the sheer weight 
of their competitiveness. The most prominent 
example of this in modern times is of course 
Japan, but several other nations of the Pacific 


Rim are following the same trend and are 


thereby further compounding our troubles. 
The truth is of course that for the libertarian’s 


theories to work it requires that the whole 
world be dedicated to libertarian principles 
and practices, with everyone operating in 
accordance with a common set of rules. Such 
airy-fairy reasoning is totally alien to the hard- 
headed Asiatic, and he simply laughs at the 
gullible westerner who falls for it. 

As for the supposedly superior moral justice 
of economic freedom, this is a complete 
nonsense, as the practical result of such 
freedom is that it always favours those with 
the greatest economic power. It was acommon 
Labourite quip in the inter-war years that Tory 
freedom meant the freedom ofthe unemployed 
and destitute to choose whether they would 
lunch at the Savoy or the soup kitchen. This is 
a slight exaggeration ofa truth that nevertheless 
holds good. The freedom ofa business tycoon 
to choose whether to invest his capital in 
Lancashire or in India is all very well for him; 
it is not so well for ordinary Lancashire men 
and women seeking employment — as was 
proven in the Thirties and post-war period 
when workers in the cotton industry in that 
county were thrown on the scrapheap because 
garments could be produced much more 
cheaply in the sweatshops of the East. 
Economic freedom is always a quantity to be 
measured in accordance with one’s means to 
enjoy it, and the practical result of its 
application in Britain is that for millions it has 
always been a quite worthless commodity. 


Political freedom 


Much the same may be said of the varied 
range of political freedoms, which include 
freedom of assembly, freedom of the press, 
freedom of broadcasting and freedom to form, 
and vote for, political parties. For the great 
and the powerful they are very real, and they 
can quite easily be exercised to the detriment 
of one of the liberal’s sacred tenets: what I 
spoke of earlier as freedom to do what one 
wishes so long as it is not harmful to others. 
The libertarian, of course, would not sanction 
the right of a newspaper tycoon to drive his 
Rolls Royce over a woman in the street and get 
away with it without punishment in the courts; 
but he does in practice sanction the right of 
that same newspaper tycoon to use his press to 
promote economic or social policies which 
bring ruin to thousands, even millions. 

Freedom of the press, in effect, belongs to 
those few with money enough to buy 
newspapers or to influence their policy by 
way of commercial pressure, such as 
advertising boycotts. To the ordinary would- 
be writer with something valuable to say but 
which does not meet with the favour of his 
publisher it is quite meaningless. We can all 
scribble away in garrets to our heart’s content, 
comfortable in the belief that our writings are 
not, as in asoviet-type state, actually ‘banned’. 
But of what use is this if those with the power 
and influence to convey our writings to amass 
readership operate a virtual closed shop against 
us because they believe our ideas to be 
‘dangerous’. 
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Much the same can be said of those who 
entertain unfashionable opinions which they 
would like to express by means of TV orradio. 
Power to determine whether they may do so 
lies solely with that small minority which 
owns or controls these vital organs of mass 
communication. It is the latter alone who 
possess this much-vaunted ‘freedom’. 

Meanwhile freedom of assembly has to mean 
much more than just the nominal right of 
people to gather in a public place to speak or 
demonstrate ona topical issue. Tobe real it has 
to incorporate the ability to gain access to such 
a place to begin with — which may mean a 
meeting hall for which a booking is refused by 
the owners, or open-air spaces to which access 
may be denied by the local authority or police 
on grounds of preserving ‘public order’. In 
Britain today, to all intents and purposes, we 
have a situation in which any group of people 
wishing to assemble in public for any purpose 
need only be confronted by an opposing group 
which threatens violence against them — and 
their rights of assembly will be denied on the 
pretext of a threatened breach of the peace. 

This barrier to free assembly may of course 
be surmounted by the tiny few of the rich and/ 
or powerful who can use their influence to 
obtain bookings of indoor or outdoor public 
places or, better still, buy and own such places 
themselves. 

Then, when access to these places has been 
obtained, there arises the need to muster a 
sufficiently large audience to make the message 
of the day effective. A soapbox orator 
declaiming ona street corner to a dozen people 
and their dogs is exercising ‘freedom of 
assembly’ and ‘freedom of speech’ — for all 
the bloody good it will do him! Only the 
propagandist who is able to hire and fill the 
Albert Hall or the Birmingham Exhibition 
Centre can be an effective player in the game 
of spreading opinions by the spoken word — 
the more so of course if the event is filmed by 
TV cameras and then seen and heard by millions 
in their living rooms. Again, it is the rich and 
the powerful alone who possess these freedoms. 


No real choice 
As for forming and voting for political parties, 


no-one accustomed to reading these columns 


needs telling that the example of the poor 
street orator and the wealthy. mass- 
communicator likewise applies. The average 
man’s freedom to vote for this or that political 
party means little ifthe only parties able to win 
an election stand for virtually the same things. 
Didn’t Stalin allow his people free elections 
— as long as the candidates were all 
communists? 

To all this, the Tory libertarian may protest 
that what has been described is a regrettable 
perversion and abuse of the freedom principle 
that has occured under modern conditions, 
and that it does not invalidate the principle 
itself. My reply to him is that under any 
conditions the same is liable to happen. Even

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where there is not a conspiracy to suppress 
certain opinions, the rich and the powerful will 
always possess the resources to make the 
weight of their opinions far greater than thosé 
of others, thus persuading the masses to their 
point of view by the sheer overwhelming 
impact of their spoken and written word. 

' That is, as long as the ordinary man in the 
street is not protected from the rich and the 
powerful by some machinery of state which 
places a curb on the latter’s activity and 
influence; which guarantees to the little man 
the sarne right and facilities for making his 
voice. heard ‘as are enjoyed by those who 
represent the mighty vested interests; which in 
the fullest sense guarantees freedom of 
assembly, freedom of the press and 
broadcasting, and freedom for minority, 
underfunded political parties by act of law. 


The state as protector 


What this simply amounts to is something 
from which the libertarian will recoil in horror: 
a more powerful state which will act as a 
counterweight to the power of private interests 

and safeguard the welfare of ordinary folk in 
the face of them. Such a concept has 
ramifications far beyond the sphere of free 
expression; it extends into many others. 
. One is jobs. For when the livelihoods of 
millions of workers are at the mercy of a few 
wealthy capitalists who are empowered to 
move their money about the world at will; to 
buy in the cheapest markets and sell in the 
dearest; to close down mines, farms and 
factories as the drive for profit moves them, 
regardless of the social consequences of their 
decisions, there can only be one protective 
agency strong enough to guard against this 
process. That is government. 

Another is morals. I think it safe to make a 

broad assumption that the moral standards 
believed in, and practised, by the great mass of 
middle- and working-class folk in Britain are 
much higher than those we have come to 
‘associate with our so-called é/ites. Yet it is the 
standards of the élites which mainly shape our 
contemporary culture because the levers of 
cultural power are in the hands of those é/ites, 
and a weak state — which is what all good 
libertarians favour — is impotentto do anything 
about it. 

Again, we see that the much-lauded ‘freedom’ 
which stands at the centre oflibertarian doctrine 
is really nothing other than the freedom of 
powerful interest-groups to pursue their own 
agendas, not the freedom of the ordinary citizen. 
The liberal and libertarian seem to have a 
blank area in their minds in which they see the 
state and the individual as the sole contending 
forces in the battle for powers and rights, with 
every advantage on the part of the former 
being acquired at the expense of the latter. 
They seem utterly blind to the truth that between 
state and people there are intermediate forces 
representing a huge complex of private vested 
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interests, each fired by essentially selfish 
designs. Without a strong state, these forces 
have virtually free rein, and both the individual 
and the nation are sufferers. 

Quite aside from the question of which 
groups in society enjoy effective freedom and 
which do not, there is the even more 
fundamental one of whether the freedom ethic 
should ever be paramount, whether freedom 
should in fact represent the highest goal to 
which any society ought to be dedicated. 

My submission is that a society which 
elevates freedom intoa self-justifying virtue is 
demonstrating nothing more than an infantile 
view of life — a view of life at the level of that 
of a child, who simply wants to do as he likes 
without any restraint, who is too immature to 
understand such things as duty and 
responsibility, who thinks only of his ‘rights’ 
and bawls in protest whenever someone places 
a curb on them. pe 

A child left to his own devices will pursue 


only his selfish pleasure, the gratification of . 
. would never be in a position to defend itself in 


the moment, the instant thrill or comfort. 

A society given to liberal and libertarian 
ideals is a society in which no-one has grown 
up. It is simply an aggregate of so many 
millions with the attitudes of children — self- 
centred individuals, each out for his own 
interest, his own gain, his own enjoyment. 

Such a society will take only an academic 
interest in its past, failing utterly to see that 
past as a series of steps up to the present which 
foregoing generations have constructed: in 
accordance with a duty to their own posterity. 


Duty to the future 

Likewise, that society will fail to recognise 
its duty to the future. The behaviour of its 
members, after all, is atthe very best determined 
by the rule that anything goes so long as it does 
not harm others — remember? ‘Others’ of 
course mean those presently living, 
preoccupied as they are also with their own 
selfish desires, not generations to come whose 
welfare, presumably, will be their own concern 
and their own problem — as isolated from 
what is being done today as if they constituted 
life on another planet. 

Hence the very liberal idea that if two people 
are sexually and romantically attracted to each 
other, absolutely nothing should prohibit their 
coming together in union. After all, to suggest 
otherwise would be to dispute their right to 
‘happiness’! Nowhere is there the thought that 
any importance should be attached to the 
quality of the children, if any, that they bring 
into the world. Their absolute right, their 
absolute freedom, to do as they want at their 
particular moment in the human story has 
priority over all. 

Hence also the liberal idea that no young 
man should be conscripted against his will to 
serve in his country’s armed forces. To 


' determine otherwise is, again, an infringement 


on his ‘freedom’. Completely absent in this 


‘reasoning is the thought that, if that rule were 


applied right across the board, the country

any serious conflict and would therefore be 
conquered and subjugated —thus losing all its 
freedoms. 

There will always be a tendency in the 
character of every white westerner to value 
personal freedom to a greater extent than his 
counterparts among most other races of 
mankind. That is his nature. 

And up to a point that is good, for in the white 
westerner there reside, to an exceptionally 
high degreé, the qualities of personal initiative, 
enterprise, resourcefulness and— atthe highest 
level — genius, which must have space to 
move if they are to be exercised for the good 
ofall. Tothis degree freedom is commendable. 

But we should ever be on our guard against 
those philosophers and propagandists who 
view freedom as an end in itself, a cause, a 
crusade, instead of merely a sensible social 
arrangement — subject, as it always must be, 
to limits dictated by proper care forthe common 
weal. 

It is perhaps an unpopular thing to say, but 
the terrible mess in which our own society in 
Britain now finds itself is something from 
which we can only escape by being prepared to 
accept some degree of authoritarianism; to 
empower someone, in some areas of our 
national life, to boss people around and tell 
them what to do. We are at present a rabble 
army that is losing a war. Total defeat and 
annihilation are going to be our fate unless 
discipline is introduced. 

And it does nat look as if that commodity is 
going to come from either the right or the left 
of mainstream politics. Having given some 
prominence in the first part of this article to the 
views of new Tory leader William Hague, I 
might let him have a final word on matters. 
Explaining why he had sent a message of 
support to the ‘Gay Pride’ rally by 250,000 
homos in London last month, he said: ‘‘I am a 
libertarian.”’ 

That is precisely my point. 


The subtitle Darwin’s Origin of Species is “On the origin 
of species by means of natural selection or the preservation 
of favoured races in the struggle for life.’* The human 
race has evolved to its present state of intelligence and 
power because of “the preservation of favoured races in 
the struggle for life.”* ‘Race’* is the central mechanism 
of evolution that has created all living things. “The 
preservation of favoured races”* is a simple process to 
understand, but its effects over time are awesome. If we 
examine the process, we find that at some stage in 
evolution we can observe a group of individuals of a 
single species which exist in an area segregated from 
other members of that same species. As aresult of chance 
mutation, there occur genetic variations in some members 
of that segregated group. As the generations continue to 
reproduce, these genetic variations accumulate in the 
progeny of that segregated group. At first, the accumulated 
genetic variations do not make the segregated group 
different enough from the original species to justify 
calling the segregated group a new species or even anew 
“favoured race” * of the original species. However, after 
many generations, the segregated group or tribe which 
had accumulated sufficient genetic differences would be 
called a new ‘race’* of the original species. Over time, 
these newly developed segregated races continue to 
accumulate genetic differences through chance mutation, 
variation, etc. The ‘favoured’ variations increase the 
survivability of the ‘race’* which carries them. Once this 
new “favoured race”* has become different enough from 
the original species, it is called a new species. Hence the 
subtitle, “On the origin of species by means of natural 
selection or the preservation of favoured races in the 
struggle for life.”* There is really no probability that the 
‘races’ would be equal. In fact, the whole notion runs 
directly counter to all evolutionary theory and to the 
whole science of biology.Given the laws of biology, it 
would be a great surprise if the average strength or 
intelligence of one ‘race’* was found to be exactly equal 
to the average strength or intelligence of a different 
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‘race’. * Despite the controversy surrounding ‘race’, it is 
not particularly useful to know which ‘race’ * happens, 
as the result of an accident of evolutionary development, 
to have greater average strength or greater average 
intelligence because one could not predict from this 
average that any particular individual member of one 
‘race’ was going to be superior or inferior to any particular 
individual member of a different ‘race’.* There are 
superior and inferior, strong and weak, intelligent and 
unintelligent individuals in all ‘races’.* Regardless of 
‘racial’* averages, one would still have to judge each 
individual on the basis of individual merit without 
reference to the average of the group to which he happened 
to belong. Only by judging people as individuals, could 
we avoid injustice and enable all people to make the 
maximum contribunon to society. There is no such thing 
as a superior ‘race’* per se, in the sense that every 
member of one ‘race’ is superior to every member of 
another ‘race’.* Neither is there such a thing as ‘racial’* 
equality in the sense that the average strength or 
intelligence of one ‘race’ * is equal to the average 
strength or intelligence of every other ‘race’. * By 
judging people as individuals, one could perhaps identify 
a (superior) sociobiological class which might be a cross 
section of all ‘races’ * although probably not in equal 
proportion. The only way you could have a (superior 
race) would be if a “favoured race”* evolved into and 
became the next more highly evolved species above 
homo sapiens, in which case it would become a superior 
species. Eugenics is a moral commitment, not a racial 
affiliation, and any ‘race’ * that adopted a eugenic 
programme could, given sufficient time, evolve into and 
become the next more highly evolved species above 
homo sapiens. \t is our hope that all ‘races’ will accept 
that moral responsibility and accomplish that objective, 
but it can not be accomplished within the political, 
philosophical and religious milieu of the 20th century.

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MEDIA LIES AND 
THE SECRET STATE 


Dr. MARK DEAVIN has the last word on the Cook Report affair 


ONE OF the most enjoyable aspects of the 
recent failure by Carlton Television’s Cook 
Reportto smear and divide the BNP was the 
prominent role played by the infamous 
anti-British hate comic Searchlight 
magazine and its editor, Gerry Gable, in 
bringing the fiasco about. 

Even before the programme was aired, 
Gable was bragging in the June issue of 
Searchlight about his involvement which, 
considering thatthe BNP successfully exposed 
the attempted ‘sting’ two months earlier in 
April, gives an indication of the man’s 
mentality. 

Perhaps he is not well. Gable gave off a 
peculiar yellow glow throughout his titillating 
interview — in which, for some reason, he 
failed to mention how many thousands of 
pounds his incompetence had cost his friends 
at Carlton Television. Nor did he mention the 
fate of the poor sucker named in the Cook 
Report’s credits as responsible for the 
programme’s research. Step forward Pete 
Brighton, real name Nick Lowell, who doubles 
as a Searchlight journalist. This is just as well, 
as it is unlikely that Mr Lowell will be working 
in national television again for quite some 
time! 

No wonder Roger Cook sounded as if he 
was hyper-ventilating when confronted by a 
forewarned and forearmed Nick Griffin, and 
even by the inexperienced but plucky Wayne 
Ashcroft. The deeply unpopular mound of 
blubber was a quivering wreck as he tried his 
best to salvage something from the wreckage 
of what was initially a very sophisticated and 
expensive undercover operation, obviously 
planned and coordinated with the help of MIS, 
but which was compromised severely by Gerry 
Gable and his team of bumbling buffoons. 
Dirty tricks 

For hard evidence of the programme’s links 
with MIS, it may be necessary to look no 
further than its Editor, David Mannion, who 
appears to have a long association with the 
dirty tricks side of the intelligence services. 
Back in July 1987, Mannion, then acting news 
editor at Channel Four, played a significant 
- role inthe campaign to discredit Colin Wallace, 
the British Army intelligence officer who had 
been framed and jailed after blowing the 
whistle ona series of such operations, including 
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the way in which the main culprit in the 
Kincora Boys’ Home paedophile scandal, 
William McGrath, was protected by MIS. Part 
of this disgusting pervert’s value to the security 
service lay in the fact that his shadowy TARA 
paramilitary organisation could be used to 
discredit and divide the genuine loyalist 
paramilitaries. In passing, it is worth noting 
that this pseudo-gang tactic was used again 
more recently, with the manipulation of 
Combat 18 to cause problems for the BNP in 
the immediate wake of our election victory at 
Millwall. 

It was Mannion who tried tu get his immediate 
boss at Channel Four, Stuart Purvis, to drop 
his support for Wallace, sending hima viciously 
distorted letter about the wronged soldier, 
which had in turn been passed to him by Paul 
Wilkinson, Professor of International Relat- 
ions at Aberdeen University. Interestingly, 
Wilkinson is also often described as an expert 
on terrorism and political ‘extremism’ and is 
frequently quoted in articles or programmes 
attacking British nationalists. 


Giving the game away 


While such tantalising glimpses into the 
murky world of the security services strongly 
support the theory that it was MIS that came up 
with the initial idea for the programme, it was 
clearly Gable who was responsible for the 
worst mistakes in the operation, which resulted 
in our concluding that it was definitely a scam. 
First, through one of the Cook Report's 
undercover operatives, he made acrass attempt 
to find out the venue of a BNP pre-election 
dinner in Lancashire at which I was due to 
speak and which was to be attended by some 
very interesting prospective members and 
donors. This request set the alarm bells ringing 
but Gable, obviously foaming at the mouth

After David Mannion andhis associates 
had spent thousands of pounds bringing over 
a sophisticated Frenchman, who was either a 
consummate actor or a trained intelligence 
operative, to host expensive dinners at 


exclusive hotels while pretending, . quite 
convincingly, to be a high-ranking member of 
the Front National, good old Gerry pitched in 
with a contribution which had us laughing all 
the way to the Internet — arranging for Nick to 
be given a pictorial history of the rise to power 
of Adolf Hitler! 

Poor Gerry and his repressed fantasies — 
and poor Roger Cook. Or, more to the point, 
poor Carlton TV, which had to foot the 
enormous bill that had been run up jetting 
Cook and his team to the south of France where 
they enjoyed some more of the expense account 
living which has given Mr. Cook his trademark 
tubbiness, while waiting in vain for Nick Griffin. 

But what really gave the game away was 
when, after we were virtually certain of what 
we were up against, we thought we should 
peruse back issues of Searchlight comic to see 
if we might find any clues. As neither of us 
usually reads such low-grade tripe it was quite 
a surprise for us to discover, sticking out like 
pork chops at a barmitzvah, a litany of spiced 
and concocted stories which. were obviously 
designed to make us more susceptible to 
accepting the approach from the ‘French’. 
These included the building up of Nick Griffin 
as the next leader of the BNP, and the use of the 
‘Reflex’ column to allude to the fact that the 
Front National was indeed looking for closer 
contacts with other European nationalist parties. 
In a report of Le Pen having spoken to a 
meeting of a tiny Hungarian nationalist group, 
it was noted with mock alarm that Le Pen was 
clearly on the lookout for overseas allies again. 
Another gem was the mention ofhow concerned 
they were becoming about the White Resistance 
music scene, which appeared just after they 
had been given a copy of the Radio White 
Europe discussion paper. Such subtlety! 


Bull 


Gable obviously believed not only that we 
were avid readers of his magazine, but that 
with each instalment ofhis fairy tales we would 
be increasingly likely to fall for the Cook 
Reportscam. Inpractice, however, the opposite 
was the case: Gable’s cunning manoeuvres 
had all the delicacy of a bull in a china shop, 
and would nothave fooled anybody of average 
commonsense. 

Unfortunately for his own ambitions, Alan 
Sked, leader ofthe rapidly disintegrating United 


Kingdom Independence Party (UKIP) doesn’. 
seem to fall into that category. He fell hook, 
line and sinker for the lies of the Searchlight 
crew when they urged him to take action 
against the supposed ‘fascist plot’ to disrupt 
and take over UKIP. Acting like the puppet 
which he almost certainly is (the question of 
the possible source of the finance and media 
contacts which enabled him to build UKIP is 
a question to which I will return at a later date) 
Sked promptly sacked several leading party 
officials and sent out a paranoid bulletin to his 
entire membership, urging them to watch the 
forthcoming Cook Report for the conclusive 
evidence which would justify his actions. 

In the event, no evidence materialised to 
support such ludicrous allegations and Sked, 
was forced to make another humiliating 
climbdown, reinstating the sacked officals 
and issuing yet another membership bulletin, 
this time containing a grovelling apology. 
This experience should make Sked think twice 
in future about the wisdom of collaborating 
with proven perverters ofthe truth, but in view 
of his already substantial track record of 
political correctness, bad judgement and 
incompetence this seems very doubtful. 

In fact, with poetic irony, Sked’s ill-thought 
out reliance on Gable’s advice has almost 
certainly doomed UKIP to the very split which 
Searchlight claimed we were planning for it. 
Sked’s demand that the party’s executive 
should allow him to use money from members’ 
subscriptions to settle the enormous legal bill 
which he ran up as a result of his failed purge 
looks like sparking the next explosion of 
internal trouble. 


Smoke and ’phone bills 


Gable likes to portray himself as some kind 
of intelligence master coordinating a 
sophisticated undercover operation against 
the BNP. In fact, as the whole Cook Report 
experience proved to us, his intelligence is 
weak and based primarily upon his ability 
(which, as the Sunday Times recently pointed 
out, is increasingly easy for anybody with a 
few hundred pounds to burn) to obtain the 
itemised telephone bills belonging to selected 
individuals. From these it can easily be worked 


out who is phoning whom, how often and 
precisely when. From this information it is 
easy to create quite a comprehensive picture of 
the inner workings and personal relationships 


within any organisation, and even to keep an 


eye open for renewed contacts between people 
who have been out of touch for years. 
Topped up by a few tip-offs from Gable’s 
contacts in MIS, and perhaps by a limited 
number of transcripts of actual telephone 
conversations, this is about the sum total of 
Searchlight’s intelligence operation; but it is 
just enough to give superficial credibility to 
his boastings of a network of ‘moles’ who pick 
up every rumour on the nationalist grapevine.

The itemised telephone bill trick was the 
only way Gable could have knawn that Nick 
Griffin had made a number of telephone calls 


to a Ministry of Defence building earlier this 
_ year. Since Gerry has asked repeatedly for the 


explanation, it seems only fair toput him out of 
his misery: Nick was merely trying to obtain an 
accurate and up-to-date figure for the number 
of British casualties in Bosnia. The shocking 
figure, which was finally admitted to after a 
series of telephone calls, and publicised on the 
back of January’s Spearhead, was 38 dead at 
the start of this year. 

The fact that several editions of Searchlight 
put out while the Cook scam was in operation 
included items specifically designed to 
influence two specific individuals should make 
very. clear to those few remaining nationalists 
who even see — let alone take any notice of — 
the rag, that what they are dealing with is a

Just how crude was shown by the way in 
which Gable sent out his June issue to large 
numbers of BNP officials, using the same

friends launched at considerable expense, but 
to no avail.

order to provide the mechanism whereby smear 
stories and disinformation about political 
dissidents — from Arthur Scargill and Ulster 
paramilitaries to the BNP — can be put into 
mass circulation to sway a tiny number of 
opinion-formers and political activists. Just as 
the main purpose of several issues of 
Searchlight was to con Nick and me, so the 
main purpose of the Cook Report on the BNP 
was to influence a couple of hundred key 
nationalists and to create division in our ranks; 
the audience of several million ordinary couch 
potatoes was incidental. 

Gable and his ilk have absolutely no idea as 
to what motivates us — it’s biologically 
impossible for them to do so.

HOW THEY TRY TO BEND YOUR MIND 


Extracts from The Great Steriopticon and how it 
works, by South African Professor M. J. HURRY 


“The Great Steriopticon like most gadgets has 
been progressively improved and added to, 
until today it is a machine of three parts: the 
press, the motion pictures and the radio.” 
(Richard Weaver, Ideas Have Consequences, 
University of Chicago Press, 1948). 


Since Professor Richard Weaver wrote these 
words, a fourth part, television, has been added 
.... television has created a twilight world 
where the boundary betwen reality and fantasy 
is lost in shadows. But the oldest part of the 
steriopticon is the newspaper: 

The much-vaunted freedom of the press is a 
strange one. Freedom of the press means 
freedom to distort, freedom to lie, freedom to 
conceal facts, freedom to cast aspersion and 
innuendo, freedom to sow discord, freedom to 
intrude on grief and privacy, and freedom to 
confuse. 

The parameters of permitted debate are 
carefully set and prescribed. Certain subjects 
are absolutely taboo. The newspapers have 
scores of negatively loaded words to turn 
discussions away from dangerous areas. The 
conditioned masses react to them like animals 
up against an electrified fence, shying away in 
panic. Such words include ‘racism’, ‘neo- 
Nazi’, ‘prejudice’, ‘anti-semitic’, ‘extremist’, 
‘neo-fascist’, ‘colonialist’ .... 

Thus the minds of men are pre-conditioned 
until their attitudes are no longer their own. 
Emotional convictions are planted in them. 
Constant repetition of emotive phrases has its 
deadly effects: a lie repeated often. enough 
becomes accepted as ‘truth’ .... 

The public is fed thousands of snippets of 
information, some true, some false, some 
relevant, some irrelevant, some corroborative, 
some conflicting. No clear pattern emerges 
from the mosaic and the average man shrugs 
his shoulders and gives up trying to understand 
the world situation. Politics becomes a thing 
apart, as do economic and foreign policy. He 
turns instead to sporting reports, the 
contemplation of photographed female 
anatomy, or the salacious details of some 
divorce case. 


FILMS 
The film industry is ideally suited to 
propaganda because the camera technique has 
tremendous power for synthesis, suggesting 
by a sequence of images the emotions and 
characters of the players. T. S. Eliot’s ‘heap of 
broken images’ or ‘objective correlative’ 
concepts are particularly valid in the cinema 

world .... 
Films rely on visual techniques, a tearstained 
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cheek, acoffin, a landscape, animals, especially 
birds, rain, flowers and so forth to symbolise 
emotions .... Background music .... In the 
hands of unskilled directors the techniques are 
cheap. In the hands of a master of propaganda 
their impact is deadly .... A succession of 
images and sounds have registered at a 
subliminal level, and the viewer is un- 
consciously conditioned. 

Written propaganda can be analysed. Indeed, 
once the technique of emotive v.riting is 
understood such writing loses all impact and 
becomes counter-productive .... Film propag- 
anda is more difficult to withstand because 
images conjure up involuntary associations 
that are not the results of overt or explicit 
statements. The darkened auditorium with a 
focal point of light induces a hypnotic effect 
which leads to the viewer becoming involved 
more easily in the coloured and moving 
shadows in front of him. And so the doses of 
poison can be administered to the unwitting 
victims. 


TELEVISION 

Similar techniques are used in television. 
But this latter medium is far more effective for 
propaganda. Television has two major 
advantages over film: firstly, it is in the house 
and accessible; and, secondly, it is a perfect 
vehicle for documentaries and newsreels where 
skilful editing or false captions create 
distortions and emphases that vary from bias 
to outright lies. 

One of the least understood of television 
effects on the human psyche is what might be 
termed ‘distancing’. This is the process 
whereby the viewer is made indifferent to 
reality, and incapable of distinguishing 
between matters of moment and trivia. The 
kaleidoscopic presentation of material over 


the course of three or four hours ensures this. 
News bulletins, advertisements, pop groups, 
scientific discussion, comedy and cultural 
programmes follow one another, so that a 
great equalisation process takes place. Nothing 
is assigned absolute, or even relative, 
importance .... 

The effect of this juxtaposition is to relegate 
everything to remote irrelevance and to 
heighten the average man’s impression that 
the world is absurd and beyond logical 
comprehension .... | 

Perhaps the most terrifying technique of all 
is subliminal brainwashing. If a message is 
flashed on a screen at 1/25th of a second and 
repeated at intervals, the viewer receives and 
registers the ‘message’ without knowing it. 
The eye can register and the brain receive such 
messages, but they are too fast to correlate the 
image and the message consciously. The reader 
may refer to numerous works of research on 
this technique for corroboration of these 
statements.

“EXTREMISTS’? 


THE intelligence expert James 
Rusbridger once kindly pointed out 
that you could find out how people 
voted by comparing perforations on 
ballot papers with voters’ registration 
numbers written on their stubs. 
According to Rusbridger, Britain’s 
political secret police, MI5, have used 
this method since at least the 1960s to 
identify the supporters of ‘extremist’ 
candidates.

The financial dictatorship that passes 
itself off as a democracy offers two 
allegedly different parties to gull the 
masses. Let’s hear these parties’ views 
on just one important subject — defence 
— in their own words, from their 
respective manifestos at the last general 
election:- 


“The old rivalries of the Cold War have 
been replaced by new tensions. Our 
armed forces are the most professional 
in the world. NATO will remain the 
cornerstone of our security.” 
(Conservative) 


“The post-Cold War world faces a 
range of new security challenges. Our 
armed forces are among the most 
effective in the world. Our security will 
continue to be based on Nato.” 
(Labour) 


Apart from noting the convergence 


between the old parties which effectively 
denies the electorate any real choice at 


all, we should understand that the support 


for New Labour in the election was 
entirely negative. It was a massive anti- 
Conservative landslide, not a pro-Labour 
one. The Labour party has kept the 
useless and unpopular PC parts of its 
programme, and dumped policies which, 
advertised by its slick propaganda 
machine, could have won support. 
Labour's policy changes went way

beyond what was needed to gain 
popularity. This was not the selling of 
Blair, but the selling out of Labour. 
Surveys even of Conservative party 
members (believe it or not, there are still 
some left!) have revealed that a majority 
of them want the railways and Royal Mail 
kept in public ownership. The real reason 


for the phenomenon of New Labour is 
simply that the accelerating pace of 
decline means that the Tories can no 
longer deliver the goods. The forces of 
rampant economic liberalism that took 
over the Conservative Party twenty years 
ago have therefore now moved en masse 
to Labour. 

The international capitalists worked the 
Conservative horse to skin and bone, then 
led the poor beast to the knacker’s yard. 
And they've changed to the New Labour 
horse for the next phase of the race. 

Numerous articles by leading political 
commentators, such as as Samuel Brittan, 
have long argued that Labour is better 
placed to “bring about far-reaching 
reforms in the Welfare State.” 

Don’t be fooled! That’s just fancy 
language for the state pension going 
down the pan, as the NHS crumbles 
into decay. 

The real purpose of such moves is 
Clear: to hide the fact that free trade has 
done so much damage to our 
manufacturing base that there is no longer 
the money to finance pensions or the 
health service. And the real effect — apart 
from staving off the collapse of the 
pension system for a few more years — 
will be to free up the cash held in 
Government accounts into the grasping 
hands of the usurers of the City and Wall 
Street. 

These besuited spivs are at this very 
moment-drooling in anticipation of the 
juicy profits in store. The City sharks know 
that compulsory private pensions — for 
those who can afford them — will net 
billions for the financial services industry. 

The millions who voted New Labour 
will soon curse themselves for their 
stupidity and gullibility. We, my fellow 
extremists, must remind them at every 
opportunity that there is an alternative 
to decay, degeneracy and decline. 
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THE DOMINO EFFECT 


NICK GRIFFIN explains why the internationalists 
are having nightmares about the new millennium 


IN PUBLIC at least, one of the main stated 
reasons for the Vietnam war was the 
Americans’ fear of what they termed “the 
domino effect.” If South Vietnam fell to the 
Communists, warned the CIA, it would set 
off a chain reaction throughout South East 
Asia, which would topple one after another 
of the ragbag of plutocracies and capitalist 
dictatorships of the client states of the 
region’s dollar empire. 

Thirty years later, a new domino effect 
worries not only the intelligence services of 
America and her puppet states around the 
world, but also the influential liberal-minority 
coalition which was once so active in the 
media, universities and streets campaigning 
for the Viet Cong. Whatever their differences 
all those years ago, Western capitalists and 
‘ex’-Communists alike are now united in fear 
of the new force threatening to win a chain of 
victories which will sweep their corrupt 
regimes into the rubbish bin of history: racial 
nationalism. 

Just twenty years ago there was a general 
feeling among politically-aware people of all 
shades of opinion that Marxism was the wave 
of the future. Portugal and Rhodesia had gone. 
As soon as they had mopped up in Afganistan, 


Soviet forces would surely strike through Iran | 


or Pakistan to seize ports on the Indian Ocean. 
The ‘Reds’ were not only winning in Asia and 
advancing throughout Africa, they were 
knocking on the gates of power in Italy and 
France. 

Even the more stable states of Northern 
Europe seemed to be heading in the same 
direction by degrees, with egalitarian ideas 
and policies advancing three steps under each 
socialist administration and only being forced 
back one step under each conservative one. 


Global advance 


Of course, the Soviet military ‘threat’ was 
always wildly overrated, with all sorts of 
powerful forces having vested interests in 
convincing us that we could wake up one 
morning to find Russian soldiers with snow on 
their boots tramping through the capitals of 
Western Europe. But even though that was 
always nonsense, the global advance of both 

‘the Communist and capitalist versions of 
internationalism was a very real fact. It wasn’t 
just a matter of their taking over the levers of 
economic and political power, there was also 
a fundamental ideological and cultural shift in 
their favour. This was true at every level, from 
the liberal theories dominating the book review 
pages of even scientific journals, to the 
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unchallenged left-wing hegemony in youth 
sub-cultures. 

How things have changed today! Of course, 
the internationalists are still in control. Indeed, 
they are working frantically to tighten their 
grip, speeding up and intensifying their 
programmes of mass indoctrination into the 
wonders of multi-culturalism, homosexuality 
and the destruction of the nation-state. Scarcely 
a day goes by without news of another 
prosecution somewhere in the world for race 
or revisionist thought-crimes, or of new 
proposals to outlaw free speech and to censor 
the Internet “to prevent the insidious spread of 
the twin evils of racism and anti-semitism.” 

The very fact that such measures are felt 
necessary is a reflection of the liberals’ fears. 
Ruling classes and ideologies which are 
confident and stable do not need to adopt 
repressive measures against their opponents. 
When things are under control and the future 
looks rosy, dissidents can safely be allowed 
their freedom to preach to their own little 
groups of faithful followers. 


Disastrous policies 


But our liberal masters know that their 
economic, social and immigration policies 
spell disaster for millions. They know that 
every fresh piece of scientific research into 
genetics or pyschology bangs another nail into 
the coffin of their materialist dogma of innate 
human equality. They know that a huge and 
growing slice of the electorate, particularly 
the young, have lost all faith in the corrupt and 
dessicated figureheads of party politics. 

They know that there is an earthquake 
coming, and they can already feel the ground 
shifting beneath their feet. 

One only has to open the pages of one of 
the ‘quality’ newspapers to see how things are 
shaping up for the future. A typical example 
was the Sunday Telegraph of 6th July. In an 
article about the growing scandal over links 
between drugs and the diamond trade in 
Belgium, there were not only unusually honest 
references to the ethnic and religious 
backgrounds of those involved, but a telling 
reference to the Vlaams Blok, described as 
Antwerp’s biggest political party: “bitterly 
hostile to immigrants — it recently opposed 
construction of a mosque.” 

On the same day, the paper’s Sunday 
magazineran a four-page feature on Australia’s 
Pauline Hanson and the way in which 
opposition to Asian immigration and to 
globalist exploitation by multi-national 
companies has become the central theme in 


Australian politics. Similarly, itis hard to open 
a newspaper without coming across material 
about the Front National. The French have 
coined a new word — lepenisation — to 


describe the process whereby the controversial 


nationalist leader has become the central figure 
of their political life, with all the old parties 
shifting their ground to avoid losing yet more 
supporters to the FN. 

It is still too early for most people to see 
what is going on clearly, but such trends are 
just the beginnings of a worldwide political 
revolution. If this seems too much to hope for 
when some snappy little dog nearly has your 
finger off and then shreds the leaflet which 
you’ ve just put through yet another letterbox, 
remember that this is not just the nationalist 
analysis of the situation. There is an endless 
supply of material pointing in the same direction 
in the heavyweight newspapers. I make no 
apologies for returning to this theme in 
Spearhead yet again. Many patriots have 
become accustomed to years of retreat and 
defeat, and think, like Milton's Satan, in terms 


_ of fighting a rearguard action out of sheer 


bloody-mindedness:- 


“What though the field be lost? 

All is not lost; the unconquerable will, 
And study of revenge, immortal hate, 
And courage never to submit or yield.” 


A fine attitude, but one that misses the point: 
nationalism has not lost the field, our day is yet 
to come, and it will come quicker when all our 
people understand that we really are “not the 
last of yesterday, but the first of tomorrow.” 
There is no better way to make this clear than 
to quote our enemies who have come to the 
same conclusion. 

Thus it is well worthwhile quoting John 
Gray’s article ‘If the fez fits’ in The Guardian 
of January 8th last year. Commenting on the 
strong showing of the radical Islamic party 
Refah in Turkey’s parliamentary elections, he 
warned :- 


“Though their circumstances and histories 
are vastly different, developments in Turkey 
and Malaysia exemplify the same historical 
movement, in which non-occidental peoples 
are increasingly rejecting — as flawed, 
declining and destructive of their traditions 
— Western models of modernisation and 
development. 

“This is amovement that is not restricted to 
Islamic cultures. The East Asian tiger 
economies attribute their extraordinary 
achievements to their resistance to Western 
individualism and economic /aissez-faire. 
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“It is difficult to assess the impact:on 
Western societies of the dawning realisation 
that the epoch in which they were governor 
and tutor of the entire world has come to an 
end. We can be sure, though, that it will be 
incalcuably large, and accompanied by 
enormous disorientation and dehial.... 

“The deeper lesson of Islamist advance in 
Turkey -is that the conflicts by which the 
world will be riven in the coming century will 
not be between different Western ideologies. 
They will be conflicts fuelled by militant 
religions, resurgent ethnicities and — not 
least — by the pressures of expanding . 
populations on scarce natural resources. In 
such a world we should not expect liberal 
values to spread. A sufficiently demanding 
objective for liberal cultures will be survival.” 


A month later, writing in the US magazine 
Dissent, German sociologist Ulrich Beck 
expressed the related view that, as global free 
trade divests itself of responsibility for 
economic and social stability, it is digging its 
Own grave:- _ 


“Let there be no illusions: acapitalism focused 
only on ownership and profits, which turns 
its back on the employed, on the social- 
welfare state, and on democracy, will 
undermine itself. While the profit margins of 
the multinational corporations are growing, 
these same companies are stripping the high- 
priced countries of both jobs and tax revenue.” 


‘High-priced countries’ and ‘liberal cultures’ 
are, of course, politically correct code for ‘the 
white world.’ 


Realities of power 


The growing power of the multinationals is 
also dealt with at length by John Vidal in 
McLibel, Burger Culture on Trial, recently 
published by Macmillans. An edited extract 
printed in The Guardian on April 30th was 
headed “The real politics of power: Tomorrow 
we vote. But let’s not fool ourselves. With the 
rise and rise of corporations — many of which 
are now larger than countries — national 
governments and people may never have had 
less to say.” In his article, Vidal comments 
on:-- 

“.. the extraordinary vision of nation states 
handing over social services, health, pensions, 
even prisons and. crime prevention to 
corporations who are often only nominally 
based within their borders. What we may be 
seeing today is one of the most dramatic 
shifts in power relationships since western 
colonialism began.... 

“It is in the new centres of power — 
Brussels, trade bodies such as the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (now the 
World Trade Organisation) and North 
American Free Trade Association (Nafta) — 
that policy decisions that affect millions of 
lives are being made mostly by and for the 
interests of the corporations. Nicholas 
Hildyard, co-editor of the Ecologist magazine, 
cites the European Round Table, a lobbying 
group of senior EU industrialists and market 
ideologues, set up in the early 1980s when 


How are the mighty fallen!

the prospects of Economic integration were 
faltering, Senior EC bureacurats and 
executives of the largest European-based 
corporations combined to lobby politicians. 
Indeed, it was two industrialists who drafted 
the original proposal for a single European 
market. . 

“... The power of the ERT is undoubted: 
when it brings out a report, whole passages 
are often reproduced in European common 
policy papers. 

“Similarly in the US, where the Business 
Round -Table is one of America’s most 
exclusive and powerful organisations. Its 
200 members include representatives of 42 
out of the top 50 US corporations, seven of 
the eight largest commercial banks, and nine 
of the 11 largest utilities. 

“A classic example of the exercise of 
corporate power was the pushing through of 
the Nafta deal between Mexico and the US in 
1993/94. BRT officials lobbied furiously for 
the agrement that would open the Mexican 
market to services, allow them to export 
polluting companies, relocate in cheaper 
labour markets and dump heavily subsidised 
products on the market. All but four of BRT’s 
200 representatives sat on Nafta advisory 
committees.” 


Vidal concludes by bemoaning the impact 
of all this on Mexico, which includes the loss 
of 2.2 million jobs and a rise in the number 
living in ‘extreme poverty’ from 30 to 40 
million. It would, of course, still be too much 
to expect a writer in the Guardian to comment 
on the impact of such policies on white 
America, but factory closures and a renewed 
wave of desperate Mexican immigrants are 
changing the face of the south west of the 
USA. 

Regrettable though all the human suffering 
and environmental damage done by such 


policies is, their long-term significance is that 
they are creating the conditions for a mighty 
backlash. The electoral rise of nationalism 
around the world is one early sign of this; 
another is the way in which even left-wing 
journalists are beginning at last to see the 
nation-state not as a source of war and the root 
of all evil, but as the only possible defence for 
the individual worker against the might of the 
global corporations. 


“Terrified” 


They are not the only ones. On April 7th the 
American magazine Forbes included an article 
about the Jewish multi-billionaire George 
Soros. It related how this fantastically rich 
international currency speculator is busily 
spending huge sums from his fortune buying 
newspapers and backing left-wing groups 
throughout Eastern Europe. Soros is spending 
hundreds of millions of dollars a year to keep 
ex-Communists in control of countries such as 
Hungary. Why? Forbes quotes one of his 
friends and kinsmen, a banker: “Soros is 
terrified of right-wing nationalism.” 

This is what has also prompted Soros to urge 
his fellow internationalists to curb voluntarily 
their greed, before it destroys what is left of the 
social and economic fabric of the West, and so 
leads to the victory of the nationalism he so 
dreads. 

Unfortunately for Soros and his friends, 
however, their system is uncontrollable. Ifany 
one speculator or multinational decides to 
refrain from logging a forest, polluting a lake 
or shifting a factory from Birmingham to 
Haiphong, then someone else will seize’ the 
chance and make the killing. 

Just as the scorpion had to sting the 
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kindly frog who was helping him across the 
stream, the globalists have to go on 
destroying the socio-economic baée of the 
liberal political consensus, even though they 
can see the process ending in their own 
. destruction too. . 

Of course, they don’t fancy losing their 
power and wealth, let alone an encounter with 
the rougher forms of justice which history 
tends to inflict upon losers, which is why Mr. 
Soros buys elections in Eastern Europe, while 
others buy the leaders of political parties in the 
West. And that is why their political puppets 
all over Europe and North America are so 
keen to pass ‘Hate Laws’, to imprison dissidents 
and to gerrymander the electoral system in a 
self-defeating attempt to keep out nationalists. 

If the threat of nationalism was confined just 
to one country, they really wouldn’t bother 
very much about it. Older readers will recall 
how Franco’s Spain, although a pet hate for 
the extreme left, was basically tolerated as a 
sort of hangover from the bad old days. Once 
El Caudillio himself had emasculated the 
Falange — with its potential to inspire 
‘dangerous’ political change in other Latin 
countries — international pressure against the 
regime became little more than a formality. 
Spain was no threat, no one else looked set to 
follow her example, so Spain was left in peace. 


Growing potential ‘threat’ 


But things are very different today. There i. 
scarcely a country in the white world where 
racial nationalism is not widely acknowledged 
to beat least a potential threat to the established 
liberal order. For some time, such threats were 
generally contained by the simple expedient 
of giving the extreme left carte blanche to 
attack nationalist meetings and personnel, but 
the collapse of Marxist morale and organisation 
since 1989 means that this is no longer enough. 
Accordingly, we are now seeing the security 
_ forces of liberal states take amuch more active 
role in campaigns to disrupt patriotic 
-movements, both by subversion and by 
repression. 

. Additionally, our opponents have at their 
disposal the most powerful propaganda 
machine in the history of the world. It is 
deployed against us in a myriad of ways, but, 
at the end of the day, anti-nationalist 
propaganda always boils down to the same 
very*simple point, repeated over and over 
again: “Look what happened last time — Six 
- Million gassed Jews.” 

Now, even if the Germans did systematically 
gas millions of Jews more than fifty years ago, 
I can’t see why my grandchildren should have 
to grow up as a minority of second-class 
citizens in their own land to make up for it. 
And, of course, having studied all the available 
evidence, I— like ahost ofhistorians, chemists, 
photographic experts, former camp inmates 
and guards — have the gravest doubts about 
very many aspects of the ‘Holocaust’ story. 

If, as could well happen within only a few 
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years, the Exterminationist view of World 
War Two collapses in public ruin, the removal 
of this cynically manipulated artificial restraint 
to free debate on questions of nationalism and 
race will lead to a paradigm shift in political 
life. If, on the other hand, a combination of 
media blackout and repressive legislation 
prevents this happening, it will only hold us 
back for a few more years. It’s all getting to be 
so long ago that the whole thing is increasingly 
irrelevant to ordinary people. Moreover, the 
argument about what did or did not happen 
‘last time’ has only a few years left to run, 
because the first domino has only a few years 
left before it falls. 

Whether it is France, Austria, Australia or 
wherever, the next downturn in the global 
trade cycle looks set to bring a nationalist 
party to power in at least one civilised, 
respectable, industrial nation. While that nation 
can expect to suffer howls of indignation from 
the world’s controlled media,’ and to be 
subjected to an international trade boycott, it

will prove that the election of a nationalist 
government does not automatically lead to 
World War Three. A white nation will set 
about dismantling multi-racialism through 
changes in the law and financial inducements, 
without a single gas chamber or impossible 
smoking chimney. The taboo will be broken. 

And there’s more. The first racial nationalist 
state, although a pariah to liberals, will be 
supported by a growing number of political 
dissidents and disgruntled ordinary citizens in 
every white country in the world. Its radio 
stations and satellite TV channels could, within 
weeks, be broadcasting in favour of white 
survival and national freedom in a dozen 
different languages. Even if the renowned 
intolerance of the ‘tolerant’ has by then 
censored the Internet in every other state in the 


world, the electronic curtain of liberal 
censorship will be torn down overnight, for it 
is impossible to blockade the Web. 

Furthermore, the rapidly increasing 
sophistication of automatic translation software 
already makes it possible for nationalists in 
different countries to exchange ideas, security 
warnings and tactical innovations to a degree 
which, up until now, has only been possible 
among our Zionist opponents. (Jf any reader 
has access to business quality translation 
software, particularly for French, German, 
Italian or Russian, please let us know straight 
away - Ed.) 

Thus, by example, and by restoring ameasure 
of freedom, the emergence of the first racial 
nationalist state will lead inevitably to the 
creation of others. The dominos will fall, ina 
process which will gain momentum as it goes 
on. 


Unlikely allies 


It won’t even just be the white world that is 
liberated. We have already seen how the end 
of the internationists’ Nafta rip-off would lift 
millions of Mexicans out of poverty. The 
hundreds of thousands of Iraqi children slowly 
dying through lack of food or simple drugs 
thanks to the international boycott would be 
saved. All sorts of unfikely countries would 
suddenly find that they were better off | 
cooperating with the growing bloc of white 
nations than with the World Bank or the 
Zionist-dominated government of the United 
States. When it all starts to happen, it will 
happen very quickly. 

The liberals vaguely understand all this, and 
the people behind the liberals understand it 
even better than we do. 

That is why, while Markus Wolf, the former 
head of East Germany’s notorious secret police, 
the Stasi, received only a two-year suspended 
sentence for his multiple crimes, including the 
authorisation of torture and murder, German 
patriot Gunther Deckert — already in prison 
for thought-crimes — got an extra two years 
simply for translating a revisionist pamphlet 
which pointed out the now admitted fact that 
the supposed gas chambers at Auschwitz are 
in fact post-war ‘reconstructions’. It is why 
George Eric Hawthorne of Resistance Records 
was sentenced toa year in prison for defending 
himself from attack by a Marxist mob and is 
still banned from having any political contact 
whatsoever. It is why Rian Orthmann, a young 
man in prison in Oregon, served ten months in 
solitary confinement as a punishment for 
ending a letter with the °14 Words’ — “We 
must secure the existence of our people and a 
future for white children.” 

It is why they, and growing numbers of 
white nationalists worldwide, stare through 
bars and barbed wire, while some of the 
vilest humanoids ever to have walked the 
earth strut the corridors of power, and loot . 
and degrade their subjects. It is also why 
the nightmare of their misrule won’t last 
much longer. 


FOLLOWING a fresh exchange of 
letters with the International Fund for 
Animal Welfare, the IFAW’s UK 
Director, Cindy Milburn, wrote on June 
11th: “We fully understand your strong 
feelings about the issue of ritual 
slaughter and would recommend you 
contact your local MP and urge him/her 
to change the legislation which allows 
this barbaric slaughter to continue.” 

| already have a letter from my Labour 
MP, Gordon Prentice, confirming his 
support for the labelling of the large 
amount of meat killed in this way but 
released for general sale. This alone 
would go a very long way to ending the 
ritual slaughter horror, by raising public 
awareness of the scale of the scandal, 
particularly because kosher practice only 
allows the use of the forequarters of beef 
animals, so that the prime hindquarter 
cuts all end up in Gentile butchers’ shops, 
as do any slightly damaged carcasses, 
which are held to be ‘unclean’ and also 
sold to unsuspecting native Britons. Once 
this was widely known, it would make a 
subsequent total ban a realistic 
possibility. 

Denmark has already moved a long way 
towards this, having a general prohibition 
except for by a very small number of 
companies which, in order to supply 
religious minorities only, are supervised 
by the Danish Veterinary Service while 
carrying out the ritual slaughter of cattle 
and sheep which have first been 
anaesthetised. 

Tony Blair, however, has assured the 
Jewish Board of Deputies that he will not 
introduce labelling or interfere with ritual 
slaughter. Thus he supports not only 
animal suffering, but also the denial of the 
right of the indigenous majority to control 
the law in our own country and prevent a 
practice which we find abhorrent. 

Then, on July 2nd, | was surprised and 
gratified to receive a positive response 
from the IFAW’s Julie Craddock. She 
wrote that, although the IFAW feel that 
they do not have any specific influence

take up animal welfare issues with Blair & 
Co. if they do not provide an adequate 
response to an animal welfare query. 

In particular, the IFAW intend to write to 
the Government regarding its decision not 
to introduce the labelling of ritually 
slaughtered meat. This will put it on the 
spot, so it is going to be very interesting to 
see how Labour reacts. 

To what extent the IFAW’s apparent 
about-turn is the result of pressure from 
Spearhead readers (several at least 
cancelled their IFAW subscriptions) is

unknown; it might genuinely have been 
that the IFAW had merely let this issue 
slip somewhat and would have returned 
to it of their own accord. In any case, 
having helped to get the ball rolling for a 
renewed campaign for the labelling of 
ritually slaughtered meat, readers with a 
particular interest in this issue should 
keep the pressure up. Letters to the local 


press and to the International Fund for 
Animal Welfare, Warren Court, Park 
Road, Crowborough, East Sussex, urging 
them to do more about this, would be 
particularly useful. 

On a slightly different angle, it is worth 
pointing out the fact that the majority of 
the sheep illegally slaughtered by 
Muslims in France during the Eid 
festivities are transported from Britain. 
Britain is also the largest exporter of 
ritually slaughtered meat in Europe. 

The matter of the annual Eid bloodbath 
could also be raised with the EU 
Agriculture Commissioner, Franz Fischler, 
200 rue de la Loi, 1049, Brussels, 
Belgium, who should be urged to take 
action against France for allowing it. 

In the words of the late, great Lord 
Houghton of Sowerby, whose dedication 
to the welfare of animals remains 
unrivalled by any other politician, in a 
letter to me in September 1990:- 


“Animals must be protected by laws 
which apply uniformly and without 
exception, irrespective of religious 
beliefs or practices. ... .Itis 
preposterous that millions of animals 
must suffer unnecessarily because 
human beings fail to overcome their 
superstitious and out-moded dietary 
regimes.”

MORE than six months after former Lib- 
Dem Home Affairs spokesman Alex 
Carlile instigated police raids on the . 
homes of Nick Griffin and Paul Ballard 
with a complaint about issue no. 12 of 
The Rune, it has just been confirmed 
that they are to be prosecuted for 
publishing and distributing ‘racially 
inflammatory material’. The maximum 
penalty is two years in prison. 

Nick’s and Paul’s first court 


appearance is at Bow Street Magistrates’ — 


Coyrt on August 5th. The case is likely to 
go to Crown Court early in the New 
Year. Although the prosecution is being 

- brought under the Race Law provisions 
of the Public Order Act, only a couple of 
Carlile’s minor complaints even cover 
comments touching on immigration. The 
bulk of the material objected to deals 
with events and non-events during World 
War Two. . 

Before the recent general election, 
Labour promised urgent action to pass, 
within six months, legislation banning 
revisionist criticism of even the most 
absurd Exterminationist propaganda. As 
Blair’s office and campaign was 
financed almost exclusively by Zionists, it 
came as something of a surprise when 
the Queen’s Speech 
made no mention of 
such a Bill, which 
cannot therefore be 
introduced for at 
least 18 months. 

Normally, 
breaking such a 
promise to this 
powerful and 
influential pressure 
group would spark a 
wave of media 
hysteria, but in this 
case not a word has 
been said about it. 
The explanation can 
only be the sorry 
record of ‘Holocaust 
denial’ laws in other 
countries, where 
they have created 
well-publicised 
martyrs for free 
speech, and led 
people who had 
never. even given the 
accepted version of 
events a second 
thought to start 
asking awkward 
questions. Even 
worse for the 
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Exterminationists, the European Court of 
Human Rights recently held that the 
Austrian version of this absurd law was 
against the European Convention’s 
guarantee of freedom of speech. 

These problems have clearly convinced 
the enemies of free speech in Britain that 
it would be better to try to deal with this 
problem under the existing Race Laws, 
rather than introducing a specific new © 
‘offence’. 

The choice of Bow Street for the initial 
hearing suggests that the actual case will 
be heard at the Old Bailey in a high- 
profile political show-trial. Speaking 
shortly after he was charged, Nick Griffin 
told Spearhead:- 


“| really can’t believe that they have 
been stupid enough to press charges 
over the sort of material to which 
Carlile objected. What is a jury going 
to make of the claim that a phrase 
such as ‘Wanted: More white 
children’ is threatening or insulting? 
The only remotely contentious 
material relates to historical 
revisionism, so it really looks as 
though they want a British Zundel 
trial. If so, that’s exactly what they're 
going to get.”

Let the wind speak 


IAN BUCKLEY concludes his study 
of the heroic career of Ezra Pound 


The grand show trial for treason which 
Pound had expected never took place. For 
a month he was held in Washington Jail, 
while the private arguments about his fate 
were discussed in the Supreme Court and 
Presidential Cabinet. Eventually, on 21st 
December 1945, he was judged insane, 
and sent to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Washington, DC. The US government knew 
quite well that Pound wasn’t mad, but 
decided to pretend that he was as the line of 
least resistance when dealing with this 
troublesome individual. 


During the years of confinement, Ezra 
Pound was regularly visited by T.S. Eliot, 
Mrs. Yeats, William Carlos Williams and 
others. Dorothy Pound moved into a poky flat 
in Washington, and visited the hospital every 
day. In 1948, amid very bitter controversy, 
The Pisan Cantos was awarded the Bollingen 
Prize for poetry. After some years work in 
the difficult surroundings ofthe hospital, Ezra 
Pound’s Classic Anthology was published in 
1954. This was a translation ofthe 300 Odes

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that Confucius had selected from centuries of 
Chinese verse. Ezra interpreted the poems in 
his own way and Ode 265 sounds like a 
contemporary comment:- 


Heaven has let down a drag-net of ill-doing, 
the locusts have gnawed us with word-work, 
they have hollowed our speech, 

Perverse alliances and continuing 
crookedness\ have divided - 

evil men are set above us, in ease. 


Amid slanders and vain disputations 

they see themselves flawless, 

they know not their errors 

they count on their not being seen, 

emulous, ostentatious, cantankerous in their\ 
ostentation 

by long disorder the high offices are brought\ 
down. 


A year later the next installment of the 
Cantos — Rock-Drill — came out. Though 
the sequence contains some of the best lyrical 
passages in the Cantos, Pound’s political asides 
were as intense and pungent as ever:- 


The total dirt that was Roosevelt, 
and the farce that was Churchill. 


( Canto 87) 
This in the same book as:- 


And if I see her not, no sight is worth the beauty\ 
of my thought. 

Then knelt with the sphere of crystal. 

That she should touch with her hands, 

Coeli Regina, 

The four altars at the four coigns of that ‘place, 
But in the great love, bewildered 


( Canto 92) 


From the mid-1950s onwards, strenuous 
efforts were made by Pound’s friends to get 
him released from the asylum. Eventually 
President Eisenhower was convinced and the 
indictment for treason was dismissed in April 
1958. Ezra Pound spent a night at his boyhood 
home in Philadelphia, before declaring to 
reporters that all America was a madhouse as 
he boarded a liner for Italy. 


His destination was Brunnenberg Castle in 
the Italian Tyrol, the home of his daughter 
Maria and her husband Boris de Rachewiltz. 
Though Pound was now in his mid-seventies 
he still continued to experiment with different 
poetic styles and themes. Boris de Rachewiltz 
was an Egyptologist and Pound used some of 
the manuscripts de Rachewiltzhad discovered 
to produce translations of ancient Egyptian 
verse:- 


I adore the gold-gleaming Goddess, 
Hathor the dominant, 
and I praise her. 


I exalt the Lady of Heaven. 

I give thanks to the Patron. 

She hears my invocation 

and has fated me to my lady, 

Who has come here herself, to find me. 
What felicity came in with her! 


(Conversations in Courtship, 1960) 


Around this time a BBC film crew visited 
Pound at his Italian home. They produced a 
documentary on his work which was shown on 
British TV as part of the Monitor series. Those 
were the days when the BBC still showed 
worthwhile programmes, rather the mind- 
numbing trash we are familiar with today. In 
1961 he gave a long interview to the Paris 
Review magazine, which explained much about 
his career and motivation:- 


“If the individual, or heretic gets hold of 
some essential truths, or sees some error in 
the system being practised, he commits so 
many marginal errors himself that he is worn 
out before he can establish his point. It is 
difficult to write a paradise when all the 
superficial indications are that you ought to 
write an apocalypse. Somebody said that I 
am the last American living the tragedy of 
Europe. The coherent idea around which my 
muddles accumulated is probably that 
European culture ought to survive.” 


During the same year, Ezra Pound was 
photographed in Rome, at the head of a neo- 
fascist parade, surrounded by admirers. But 
he was gradually becoming more depressed 
and disillusioned as the initial euphoria of 
freedom died away. He continued to work 
fitfully on the Cantos. 

In 1965 Pound travelled back to London to 
attend the memorial service for T.S. Eliot at 
Westminster Abbey, and said the following 
words about his friend:- 


“His was the true Dantescan voice—- not 
honoured enough, and deserving of more 
than I ever gave him.” 


After the service, he boarded a plane for 
Ireland, and visited Mrs. Yeats at her home in 


Dublin. The last part of the Cantos — Drafts . 


and Fragments — was published in 1969. 
Though a very short volume, it contains 
some brilliant short passages, and is less 
obscure and difficult than some of Pound’s 
other later work:- 


M/’amour, m’ amour 
what do I love and 
where are you? 


That I lost my center 

fighting the world. 

The dreams clash 

and are shattered — 

and that I tried to make a paradiso terreste. 


I have tried to write Paradise 


Do not move, 
Let the wind speak 
that is paradise. 


Let the Gods forgive what I 
have made. 
Let those I love try to forgive 
what I have made. 


(Canto 120) 


Ezra Pound wrote his final public 
statement in Venice on 4th July 1972. This 
was the preface to the Selected Prose, a 
450-page collection of his best writings on 
economics, culture and history. He died on 
lst November 1972 and is buried at San 
Michele, Venice. 

In the real world outside, events were 
beginning to catch up with Pound’s theories. 
Nine months earlier, President Richard 
Nixon had arrived in Peking, swiftly 
following Kissinger’s earlier trip. The 
scene was set for international finance to 
build up China, as Europe began to wane. 

Two years later, in 1974, Richard Nixon 
was forced to resign the Presidency. Those 
who have access to issues of Time magazine 
from 1974 can consult the transcripts of 
Nixon’s White House conversations. Nixon 
complains about his final betrayal in terms 
very similar to Pound’s Rome Radio 
broadcasts some thirty years earlier. 

Ezra Pound went through a great deal 


to warn the world about the dangers ofa ~ 


global dictatorship of money — will we 
heed his warnings in time? If this short 
overview of the life and works of this 


giant of twentieth century literature has. 


encouraged a few readers to find out 
more about what he had to say, that is 
another step on the journey which will 
ensure that his beloved European culture 
will, indeed, survive.

WITH scarcely a let-up after the massive 
effort of the general election campaign, 
BNP activists all over the country have 
flung themselves back into the fray, taking 
advantage of heightened public interest in 
the party and its campaign for Britain.

that Belfast’s first mosque is the beginning 
of a process that could lead to the situation 
which now exists in Bradford, where 
Muslim militants have persuaded the police 
to arrest Christians for preaching on the 
streets of their own city. Also included 
was an article about the Cook Report, 
which was of particular interest in Ulster, 
where previous programmes have included 
MI5-inspired attacks on hardline loyalists. 

As well as the main day’s activity in 
Belfast, the 7rue Brit team was also active 
in Portadown, Carrickfergus and Larne.

The leaflet explained to the marchers

echoed the leaflet exactly. One speaker 
talked of how the countryside was being 
turned into a theme park. Several others 
noted that the leftist animal welfare lobby 
was careful to turn a blind eye to the 
horrors of ritual slaughter.

Many are prepared to join up 
straight away. Visits by the new South 
Birmingham unit to neighbouring 
Coventry resulted in them signing up 
ten new members at once, and in 
another eight sympathisers agreeing to 
come to an inaugural meeting. 

Other units are getting similar results . 
"People are very willing to become regular 
paper-buyers, and almost always agree 
to give a small extra donation every 
month as well. Many jump at the chance 
of coming to a meeting or a leafletting 
session," one London organiser told 
Spearhead.
